Art.  3 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  current  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4— To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  -aid 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
forty-two  dollars  interest  on  the  ministerial  fund  for  the  support 
of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  repair  of  schoolhouses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  purchase  of  school  books  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9 — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  purchase  of  school  supplies  for  the  ensuing  year.

Art.  12 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  yes  or  no  on  the  ques- 
tion of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle  the 
town  to  State  Aid,  as  provided  in  Section  20,  Chapter  130,  of 
the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  13 — To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the 
sum  of  $533.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  aid 
road  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  State  Highway  Commission 
in  addition  to  the  amount  regularly  raised  for  the  ways  high- 
ways and  bridges.  The  above  amount  being  the  maximum  which 
the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  provision  of  section  19 
of  chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913.

Art.  23 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  dollars  to  pay  a  librarian  to  care  for  the  Free  Pub- 
lic Labrary. 

Art.' 24 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for  road  machine  work  on  the  unimproved  State  aid 
highway. 

Art.  25 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  a  sum  }f 
money  to  purchase  a  safe  or  safe  cabinet  or  to  provide  some 
other  means  for  the  safe  keeping  and  protection  of  the  town 
records  against  fire  and  to  pass  all  votes  necessary  respecting 
the  same.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee:- — 

I  have  the  honor  at  this  time,  to  submit  for  your  consider- 
ation and  approval,  my  second  annual  report  relative  to  the  con- 
dition and  progress  of  the  public  schools  of  this  town. 

Taking  the  schools  as  a  whole,  the  last  year  has  been  one 
of  reasonable  progress,  and  the  work  accomplished  has  been  of 
a  higher  standard  than  that  of  the  preceding  year.  While  it  is 
true  that  there  have  been  no  revolutions,  yet  the  standard  of 
work  done  in  the  schools  has  approached  nearer  the  standard 
we  would  have,  and  if  we  continue  to  hear  in  mind  that  ideal 
conditions  are  obtained  only  after  many  years  of  evolution,  we 
may  yet  have  a  school  system  second  to  none. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  called  to  your  attention  the 
desirability  of  having  less  number  of  grades  per  teacher  as  a 
means  by  which  we  might  nearer  approach  our  ideal  in  educa- 
tion. Until  this  condition  is  brought  about  we  must  not  hope  to 
obtain  the  desired  results.  I  still  hold  to  my  original  idea,  that 
our  efforts  during  the  next  few  years  should  be  directed  mainly 
toward  some  plans  whereby  we  may  group  our  pupils  in  such  a 
manner  that  they  may  receive  from  two  to  three  times  as  much 
direction  in  their  work  as  they  are  now  receiving. 

In  addition  to  this  we  must  employ  better  trained  teachers. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  paying  $9.00  per  week  to  each 
rural  school  teacher  an  increase  of  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  week  over 
the  amount  paid  per  teacher  during  the  last  two  years.  Even 
at  the  above  wage  we  find  it  impossible  to  obtain  well  trained 
teachers  of  experience  to  go  into  our  rural  schools.  The  de- 
gree of  success  obtained  in  the  school  room  is  based  almost 
wholly  on  the  teacher.  You  may  supply  the  child  with  the  very 
best  of  text  books  and  surround  him  with  the  most  improved 
apparatus  with  which  to  work,  and  yet  fail  in  our  efforts,  if  we 
fail  to  provide  a  competent  teacher.  In  my  opinion,  the  teach- 
er is  99  per  cent  of  the  school  system.  The  ordinary  teacher 
may  fail  in  the  very  best  equipped  schoolroom,  while  the  su- 
perior teacher  may  lead  the  pupils  to  the  most  worthy  achieve- 
ments, surrounded  only  by  the  bare  necessities. 

In  these  times,  I  believe  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pro- 
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cure  well  trained  and  experienced  teadhers  at  a  wage  less  than 
$12.00  to  $14.00  per  week.  The  demand  for  such  teachers  is 
so  much  in  excess  of  the  supply,  that  for  a  town  with  our  means, 
the  type  teacher  we  require  is  hardly  within  our  reach. 

I  believe  that  the  small  towns  of  the  state  where  the  total 
valuation  is  low  as  compared  with  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  are 
taxed  about  as  high  as  can  reasonably  be  expected  under  the 
circumstances,  and  that  we  must  eventually  look  to  another 
source  for  the  means  whereby  we  may  place  our  schools  rea- 
sonably near  the  standard  maintained  in  the  larger  towns  and 
cities.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  an  unequal  distribu- 
tion of  the  state  school  money  and  that  the  small  town  is  not 
receiving  it  in  equitable  apportionment.  As  long  as  this  con- 
dition exists,  I  see  little  hope  for  the  ideal  school  system  in 
the  smaller  towns  where  it  seems  necessary  to  maintain  many 
small  schools. 


REPAIRS 

The  school  committee,  in  their  report  have  called  your  at- 
tention to  the  several  permanent  repairs  that  have  been  made  on 
the  school  property  during  the  last  year.  I  feel  certain  that 
their  work  in  this  direction  is  proper  and  right  and  that  the 
policy  of  doing  well  as  far  as  they  go,  is  one  that,  in  a  few 
years,  will  make  our  school  property  a  source  of  pride  to  us  all. 

Of  the  two  hundred  dollars  that  was  raised  for  school  desks, 
one  hundred  dollars  remains  unexpended.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  it  was  found  impossible  to 
procure  new  modern  desks  at  a  figure  much  less  than  $5.00  to 
$6.00  each.  At  this  figure,  only  about  30  desks  could  be 
bought,  this  amount  being  only  about  enough  to  equip  one 
school  room.  As  we  found  about  $100  desks  in  the  City  of  Au- 
gusta that  had  been  removed  from  the  city  schools  to  make 
room  for  new  furniture,  which  could  be  bought  at  50c  each, 
the  school  committee  thought  it  best  to  buy  them.  By  so  doing 
we  were  able  to  get  a  nice  lot  of  small  desks  for  the  primary 
school,  also  enough  larger  desks  to  equip  the  grammar  and  Slab 
City  schools.  The  surplus  was  placed  in  the  Brock  and  Whit- 
ten  schools.  The  desks  placed  in  the  two  last  mentioned 
sdhools,  are  small  ones,  and  very  soon  we  should  buy  fifteen 
or  twenty  larger  desks  to  go  with  them. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
deep  interest  in  school  matters  shown  by  the  several  members 
of  the  school  committee,  also  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and 
many  helpful  suggestions  given.  To  the  citizens,  for  their 
loyal  support,  I  give  my  sincere  thanks.

Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Canaan 

The  efforts  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  for  bet- 
ter schools  may  be  summarized,  as  efforts  to  employ  only 
teachers  with  native  ability  who  have  been  well  trained  and 
having  had  some  successful  teaching  experience;  and  to  house 
every  child  in  a  properly  heated  and  ventilated  building  equipped 
with  all  necessary  teaching  accessories.  However,  on  account 
of  local  conditions,  the  efforts  of  the  school  committee  has  not 
been  fully  realized,  yet  a  good  start  has  been  made  in  the  right 
direction.  We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of 
Canaan  to  several  matters  that  have  engaged  the  committee's 
attention  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  primary  schoolhouse  has  been  put  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, a  new  hardwood  floor  has  been  laid  and  individual  desks 
have  been  installed;  in  addition  to  this,  the  walls  have  been 
plastered  back  of  the  wainscoting  adding  much  to  the  warmth 
of  the  room. 

Individual  desks  have  been  placed  in  the  grammar  school 
room  also  in  the  Slab  City,  Brock  and  Whitten  schools. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  close  the  Brown's  Corner 
and  Haskell  schools  on  account  of  too  few  pupils  for  profitable 
maintenance.  Provisions  have  been  made  for  transportation 
of  the  pupils  from  Brown's  Corner  to  the  village  schools,  and 
for  those  pupils  on  Battle  Ridge  road  to  the  Hill  road  school  in 
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Clinton.  There  are  two  other  schools  in  town  that  have  an 
average  attendance  of  less  than  eight  pupils,  very  likely  it  may 
be  necessary  to  close  one  or  both  of  these  schools  before  the 
beginning  of  another  school  year. 

The  matter  of  teachers  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  proposi- 
tions that  the  committee  has  had  to  contend  with  during  the 
last  year.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  secure  well  trained  teach- 
ers for  our  rural  schools  at  the  prices  we  have  been  able  to  pay. 
It  is  hoped  that  our  finances  this  next  year  will  permit  us  to 
pay  salaries  large  enough  to  induce  the  better  trained  teachers 
to  come  to  our  schools. 

There  are  several  repairs  that  should  be  made  on  the 
several  school  buildings  during  the  next  year.  The  High 
School  roof  should  be  painted,  new  blackboards  should  be  placed 
in  the  Grammar  and  High  School  rooms,  in  addition  to  this  the 
Grammar  school  room  should  be  painted  and  a  new  floor  laid. 

The  Slab  City  school  should  be  shingled  on  the  east  side  of 
the  roof  and  also  a  new  floor  laid.  At  the  Whitten  school,  the 
roof  should  be  shingled  before  another  fall. 

At  the  time  of  the  placing  of  the  individual  seats  in  the 
Grammar  and  Primary  school  rooms,  there  was  found  to  be 
about  twenty  small  seats  left,  these  were  placed  in  the  Brock 
and  Whitten  schools,  we  should  have  in  these  two  schools, 
about  fifteen  seats  for  the  larger  boys  and  girls,  this  the  com- 
mittee has  in  mind,  this  matter  will  be  attended  to  as  soon  as 
the  seats  can  be  found  at  a  reasonable  price. 

At  the  last  legislature,  a  bill  was  passed  making  union  su- 
pervision compulsory  throughout  the  state.  To  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  this  bill  and  to  provide  for  union  supervision  for 
.those  towns  that  had  heretfore  supervision,  it  became  necessary 
to  re-district  the  state.  The  union  of  Clinton,  Canaan  and 
Burnham  will  be  changed  to  Clinton,  Canaan  and  Pittsfield.  This 
union  to  organize  sometime  before  July  1st,  1918.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  at  this  time,  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion and  approval,  my  third  annual  report  relative  to  the  con- 
dition and  progress  of  the  public  schools  of  this  town. 

The  regular  work  of  education  in  this  town  has  been  seri- 
ously interrupted  during  the  past  two  years,  the  epidemic  of  the 
measles  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1918  and  the  influenza  epi- 
demic of  the  present  year  have  been  the  largest  contributing 
factors  to  this  interruption. 

While  my  school  report  of  1917  showed  36  weeks  of  school 
for  the  High  School  and  30  weeks  for  Common  Schools,  my  re- 
port of  1918  showed  but  30  weeks  for  the  High  School  and  29 
weeks  for  the  Common  Schools,  a  loss  of  6  weeks  for  the  High 
School  and  one  week  for  the  Common  Schools.  The  fiscal  year 
just  ending  shows  a  further  decrease  in  actual  number  of 
weeks  that  our  boys  and  girls  have  been  permitted  to  attend 
school,  for  our  High  School  has  been  open  but  21  weeks  and  our 
Common  Schools  but  17.  A  summary  of  the  situation,  shows 
that  the  epidemics  during  the  last  two  years,  have  deprived  our 
boys  and  girls  of  the  High  School,  of  21  weeks  schooling,  and 
the  boys  and  girls  of  our  Common  Schools,  14  weeks.  Whether 
or  not  we  have  kept  our  schools  closed  for  longer  periods  than 
the  conditions  seemed  to  justify,  I  cannot  say.  However,  it  is 
certain  that  both  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Committee 
have  taken  the  action,  which  to  their  judgment,  seemed  to  be 
wisest  and  safest,  taking  everything  into  consideration. 

On  account  of  the  unforseen  conditions  stated  above,  it  is 
impossible  at  this  time,  to  report  on  any  definite  work  as  hav- 
ing been  completed  in  our  school  system  thus  far  this  year. 

The  school  year  opened  last  fall  with  a  good  attendance 
in  both  the  High  and  Common  Schools  throughout  the  town. 
The  teachers  as  a  whole,  took  up  their  work  in  a  manner  most 
pleasing  and  satisfactory,  were  quick  to  respond  to  any  sug- 
gestions given  by  the  Superintendent,  and,  had  it-  not  been 
necessary  to  close  the  schools  six  weeks  after  their  opening, 
[  feel  pertain  that  I  would  have  been  able  to  report  at  this 
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time,  a  general  improvement  over  the  work  of  the  previous  year. 
However,  the  past  is  history,  and  our  thought  must  be  directed 
on  the  future  and  devise  means  whereby  our  boys'  and  girls'  loss 
during  the  last  two  years,  may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

While  our  financial  statement  shows  quite  a  substantial  bal- 
ance in  both  the  High  and  Common  School  accounts,  yet  I  be- 
lieve we  should  not  at  this  time  retrench  in  making  financial 
plans  for  the  next  school  year. 

The  balance  that  would  have  been  expended  under  normal 
health  conditions,  should  be  used  in  making  up,  as  far  as  is 
possible,  the  educational  advantages  lost  during  the  last  two 
years.  We  should  provide  for  our  boys  and  girls,  an  opportu- 
nity to  obtain  that  which  has  been  denied  them  through  no  neg- 
lect or  fault  of  their  own,  and  in  my  opinion,  the  balances  in 
the  two  above  mentioned  accounts,  should  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose and  this  purpose  only. 

If  our  financial  condition  seems  to  permit  it.  we  should  in- 
crease the  salaries  of  our  worthy  teachers  so  that  our  standard 
in  this  respect  might  nearer  approach  that  standard  maintained 
in  other  towns  of  the  state.  It  is  a  fact  that  during  the  last 
two  years,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  I  have  been  unable  to 
get  non-resident  teachers  for  our  common  schools  who,  in  the 
point  of  training  or  scholarship,  approached  any  where  near  the 
standard  we  should  require.  We  simply  had  to  take  what  we 
could  get  or  what  other  towns  did  not  want. 

If  we  find  it  impossible  to  pay  large  enough  salaries  to  in- 
duce the  better  trained  teachers  to  come  to  our  town  to  teach, 
we  should  provide  some  means  whereby  our  local  teachers  may 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  more  modern  methods  of  teach- 
ing. As  a  means  to  bring  this  about.  I  would  recommend  that 
we  give  a  bonus  of  $1.00  per  week  to  every  local  teacher  who 
during  the  summer,  attends  some  one  of  the  many  Summer  Train- 
ing Schools  for  Teachers.  These  schools  are  held  at  Farming- 
ton.  Castine,  Gorham  and  many  other  places  in  the  state. 

We  are  now  maintaining  but  four  rural  schools  as  compared 
with  seven,  two  years  ago.  the  Brown's  Corner,  Whitten  and 
Haskell  schools  having  been  closed  by  reason  of  "too  few  pu- 
pils" for  profitable  maintenance.  It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that 
from  year  to  year,  we  find  that  the  school  census  in  rural  com- 
munities decreasing,  while  in  the  larger  villages  and  cities,  there 
is  a  very  marked  increase. 
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REPAIRS 

We  are  returning  a  very  substantial  balance  in  the  Repairs 
Account.  This  is  due  to  the  conditions  of  the  times,  tremend- 
ous increases  in  all  materials  etc.  The  School  Committee  and 
myself  have  agreed  that,  with  the  exception  of  necessary  re- 
pairs, no  work  should  be  done  on  school  property  until  normal 
conditions  return. 

The  following  repairs  should  be  made  on  the  school  prop- 
erty during  the  next  summer:  The  roof  of  the  High  School 
building  should  be  painted.  Hardwood  floors  and  slate  black- 
boards should  be  placed  in  the  Grammar  School  room. 

The  roof  of  the  Slab  City  School  needs  repairing  also  a  new 
floor  is  needed.  The  roof  of  the  Whitten  School  should  be 
shingled. 

At  the  present  time  conditions  seem  to  demand  that  we  open 
the  school  in  the  Nason  District,  of  course  if  we  do  this,  quite 
extensive  repairs  must  be  made  to  put  this  building  in  a  haibitable 
condition. 

In  closing  my  third  annual  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  full 
appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  teachers  and  parents  and  loyal 
support  of  the  School  Committee.
